Speeiincn eolleeted by A. A. OIssoii froni near Siiesa, iii tlie 
upper Majxdalena valley, Dept. of lliiila, Coloinl)ia, are marked 
like />. flexuosus Pl*r. of Marinato, Colombia, but the sliell is 
larjrer and more solid, witli broadly expaiuled white lip, the 
interior pale bluisli lavender and showing tlie external dark 
markin^^s. 

Length 50.3 mm., diameter 21 mni.; length of aperture 24.8 
mm.

SUBULINIDAE 

Obeliscus i^vtispira, new species. Piate 11, Fi^^ 18 

The Shell is imperforate, slender, slowly tapering to the ob¬ 
tuse apex. Color, rather pale stra^Y yellow. Snrface glossy, 
with sculpture of rather weak, areuate wrinkles of growth, The 
whorls are nearly flat, joined by a moderately impressed and 
quite obliqnely deseendiu" suture. The summit is rounded. 
Aperture is oblique, narrow ^Yith straight outlines in the upper 
half, the base broadly rounded. The eolumella is somewhat 
thickened. 

Len"th 27.5 mm., diameter G.2 mm.; length of aperture 6.8 
mm.; 9 udioris. 

Hiiaeapistana, Peru, at 1800 meters elevation. Type and 
paratype 179987 ANSP. 

By its thick spire this snail stands near 0. jmirensis (Ilig- 
gins), of Eeuador, but the Peruvian species is smaller and more 
slender. The type is a faded specimen, so that the color as- 
signed is that of an immature paratj^pe 19.2 mm. long. 


VERTIGO PARVULA STERKI

In 1890 Dr. V. Sterki deseribed a ne^Y North American Ver¬ 
tigo as V. parvula (Naiit., 3, 136). Seven years later, appar- 
ently having forgotten that he had de.seribed parvula, Sterki 
redescribed it as Vertigo minuscula (5th. Ann. Uept. Ohio State 
Acad. Sci., 1897, 29). llowever, Dr. Sterki first mentioned the 
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existence of V. minuscula in thc 3rd. Aiin. Rept. Ohio State 
Acad. Sci., 1895, 34. 

Iu Notes on some Northern Pupidae with Description of a 
New Species/^ appearing in the niimber of the Nautilus men- 
tioned above, Dr. Sterki made the following notation: 

Aniou" several hundred Pupidae collected in Northwestern 
Ohio (Summit and Lake Counties) by ^Ir. A. Pettin^ell, there 
were two examples of a doubtless new species, which I in the 
same way name V, parvula. It is about the same size, shape, 
and appearance of V. (Angustula) milium Gld.; but ranp:es in 
quite another ^roup, havinj? a quite simple palatal wall and mar- 
gin, and only 3 lamellae.’’ 

Dr. II. A. Pilsbry, ]\Ianual of Conchology, 25, 1919, 105, gave 
Summit County, Ohio, as the type locality for parvula^ and said 
that it was also found by A. G. Wetherby in the ]\Iountains of 
North Caroliiia according to Dr. Sterki. 

]\Iitchell County, North Carolina, was the first definite locality 
given for parvula in that seetion of the country by II. A. Pilsbry 
and E. G. Vanatta in ‘'A Partial Revision of the Pupidae of 
the United States” (Proc. Aead. Nat. Sci. Phila., 52, 1900, 608). 

Dr. Sterki, in ‘'Some Notes on Recent Mollusca of Ohio” (3rd 
Ann. Rept. Ohio State Aead. Sei., 1895, 34), makes the follow- 
ing notation : 

About five years ago, among numerous Pupidae kindly sent 
by i\Ir. A. I^ettingell of Ilndson, 0., two speeiinens of a small 
Vertigo were found, different from all species known. Tliey 
were mature and exaetly alike; yet it was eonsidered unsafe to 
cstablish a new species npon them. This year (1894) a few 
more were seen among material collected in the mo\uitains of 
North Carolina by Prof. A. Wetherby, formerly of Cincinnati, 
and sent for examination, and thus the validity of this species 
was eonfirinod. Probably it has its inain distribui ion in the 
North, and extends soutliward in the Alleghenies, as so inany 
other aniinals and plants do. It is namod Vertigo minuscula. 

On page 35 of the above mentioned publication Dr. Sterki 
gave Summit County as the locality for minuscula. 

Tlie description of V. minuscula appeared in an article en- 
titled “Analytieal Keys for Identifying the Laiid IMollusea of 
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Ohio’’ (5tli Ann. Kopt. Oliio State Acad. Sei., 1807, 20), Tliis 
is givcii below: 

Alt. 1.5, diam, searcely 1 iiiill.; sli. thiii, liorn eolorod, traiis- 
lueeiit; palatal wall witiiout erest and inside calliis, with one 
(tlie inferior) sinall fold; 1 parietal, 1 coluniellar; peristonie 
searcely everted; ait. 1.4, diam. 0.8 mill. 

For comparison Dr. Pilsbry^s description of V. parvula (Man. 
Concli., 25, 1919, 105) is given below. I liave italicized tlie 
words that correspond to Dr. Sterki^s description of V. 
min u scida: 

The shell is minute, subeylindric, tapering very little npwards, 
the snmmit obtuse; ihin, suhtranspareiit, slightly yelloivish, 
smooth and "lossy, beeomiii" finely striate behind the outer lip. 
The whorls are moderately eonvex, the last whorl well ronnded, 
sli^ditly impressed behind the projection of the outer lip. Tlie 
aperture is somewhat trian^ular, with three teeth: parietal 
lamella ratlier short and higli; columcllar lamella sliort, steeply 
aseendin^ inwardly; loxvcr palatal fold rather high in front, rap- 
idiy beeomiii" lower as it reeedes, penetrating to tlie dorsal side. 
Peristome very little everted, slightly thiekened, and having a 
distinet callus ridge within. The outer lip projects forward and 
is slightly bent inward above the middle. Length 1,55, diam. 
0.<^5 mm.; barely 5 whorls. 

In one Dr. Sterki’s handwritten eatalogues of North American 
Pupidae he mentions two sets of V, parvula. The first was eol- 
lected by A. Pettingell in northeastern Ohio, ‘‘Summit or Lake 
County,” the type specimen, which was figured by Dr. Pilsbry 
in the 25th volume of the Manual of Conchology. The seeond 
set, eonsisting of two speeimens, is from Hollow Poplar Creek, 
]\Iitchell County, North Carolina, and eollected by A. G. Weth- 
erby in 1894. 

Vertigo parvula has preeedence over V. minuscula, ba.sed on 
a priority in time, and for this reason V. minuscula beeomes a 
synonym of V. parvula.
